HIGHLIGHTS OF ATLANTIS’ 32ND FLIGHT 



» The shuttle’s 
primary payload 
was an Italian-built 

Raffaello, which was 
loaded with 8,640 
pounds of food, 
clothing, supplies and 
science equipment 
for the space station. 
Additional gear 
was packed in the 
shuttle’s crew cabin. 


»The shuttle carried a 
technology demon- 
stration project to test 
how a robot can refuel 
and service satellites 
in orbit. The two-year 
experiment using the 
- s t ati ons Dextre robot 
was to begin after the 
shuttle left. 


» Among the tons of old equipment and trash com- 
ing back from the station on the shuttle was a broken 
ammonia cooling system. Engineers want to take it 
apart and figure out why it failed. 

» Atlantis is the last of NASA’s three space shuttles to 
be retired. After its mission, it will go on display at the 
Kennedy Space Center’s Visitors Complex in Florida. 



»Only four astronauts flew on the mission, instead 
of the usual six or seven, to accommodate the small 
er Russian capsules the crew would use if Atlantis 
was too damaged to return to Earth. NASA had no 
more shuttles to mount a rescue mission.

» One spacewalk took place during Atlantis’ mis- 
sion, although it was conducted by NASA’s two 
resident space station astronauts, rather than the 
shuttle crew.

Chicago will be the undisputed center of the air 
guitar universe Saturday night. 

Not only is the city hosting the U.S. Air Gui- 
tar National Finals for the first time, but at least 
four of the 22 finalists who will compete at Met- 
ro are from Chicago. 

What’s at stake? Just a berth in next month’s 
1 6th annual Air Guitar World Championships 
in Oulu, Finland, where one air rocker from 
the U.S. will battle champions from more than 
20 other countries. 

Needless to say, Saturday’s shredders are 
stoked. 

‘As ridiculous as air guitar is, this is a national 
event,” said Wicker Park’s Matt Cornelison, 
29, a video producer known onstage as Romeo 
DanceCheetah, America’s reigning air guitar 
champion. “There is going to be somebody who 
wins this thing who is essentially, whether you 
like it or not, representing us and the United

States before the world. It’s a once-a-year thing, 
but there’s nothing else like it that I know of.” 

The rush of rocking out onstage before hun- 
dreds or even thousands of screaming fans — 
more than 1,000 are expected to attend Satur- 
day— is incomparable, said Aaron Alonso, 27, an 


air rocker from Ukrainian Village who earned a 
spot in Saturday’s finals by winning a regional 
competition in Milwaukee. 

“It’s probably the most exhilarating feel- 
ing I’ve ever experienced in my entire life as a 
performer,” said Alonso, known onstage as Dry 
Ice, who works in improv and sketch comedy 
and said he has injured himself in previous air 
guitar showdowns. “I can’t even imagine what 
the nationals are gonna be like. I’m even scared 
about maybe breaking something.” 

Some air guitarists also play the real thing, 
known within the air guitar world as everything 
from a “there guitar” to a “fake air guitar.” Suc- 
cessful air guitarists, however, usually have a 
similar mix of traits: a competitive spirit, a love 
for rock and the willingness to rage on an invis- 
ible instrument. 

“We’re pretty big dorks,” said Justin Howard, 
27, known as Nordic Thunder, a four-time win- 
ner of the Chicago regional championship.

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Report: Military 
to accept gays 


The Pentagon is set to certify that the U.S. 
military is prepared to accept openly gay and 
lesbian service members, and doing so will 
not harm military readiness, a U.S. official 
told CNN on Thursday 

According to the official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, an announcement 
of that certification— which is required to re- 
peal the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy— is likely 
to come Friday 

Under a bill passed last year that set up a 
process for repealing the controversial policy 
Defense Secretary Leon Panetta and Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Chairman Adm. Mike Mullen, 
along with President Obama, have to sign a 
certification that confirms the military’s abil- 
ity to accept the integration of openly gay and 
lesbian troops. 


Even after certification, there will be a 
6o-day waiting period before the repeal is 
fully implemented. 

Repealing the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
would end a convoluted legal battle led by hu- 
man rights and gay rights groups. 

In a statement Thursday, one of the leading 
groups advocating for repeal, Servicemem- 
bers United, said it had expected Panetta to 
act on certification after assessing the situa- 
tion since he succeeded Robert Gates as de- 
fense secretary July i. 

“We are glad to see that just three weeks 
into his tenure as secretary of defense, he 
{Panetta} is already confident that this policy 
change can take place with little or no disrup- 
tion to military readiness,” the Servicemem- 
bers United statement said.

Waking up before the sun rises on the weekend to head to a pub is 
the type of behavior many people might consider crazy 

But one group of about 300 people in Chicago is crazy— about 
a soccer team called Manchester United. 

Die-hard fan Sehban Zaidi is one of them. 

The 29 -year-old Wrigleyville resident grew up in England and 
Pakistan but moved to Chicago a year and a half ago. On Man- 
chester game days, he would arrive at Ginger’s Ale House at 6 a.m 
and end up “screaming at the television like a Muppet,” which he 
said “caught an eye or two.” 

That’s nothing in Europe, Zaidi said, where football takes on a 
religious level of commitment. 

“[In Europe] everything in the week was building up to match 
day,” he said. “For me and my mates back home who watch, the 
entire week is built upon or affected by the match. That culture 
was never there in the states.” 

Or so he thought. When he discovered the Manchester United 
Fans of Chicago during their early days at Ginger’s, Zaidi realized 
he didn't have to scream alone anymore. And Saturday at Soldier 
Field, about 60,000 people will be screaming along with them. 
That's when the Manchester United Red Devils take on the Fire 
in a friendly at 4 p*m, Many MUFC members wall be seeing their 
favorite team in person for the first time* 

“The love people who come out to MUFChicago have for Unit- 
ed is amazing,” Zaidi said* “United is a religion for me and being in 
Chicago and still seeing that splendor or on the rarest occasions, 
anguish, on the faces of fellow supporters is part of the undying 
love we have for United* I won't be the only one screaming bloody 
murder at the pub on a Sunday morning, which does seem like 
watching matches in England.” 

For the past year, the Manchester United Fans of Chicago have 
been meeting at Temple Bar in the early hours of the morning to 
watch the team’s matches. 

“'There is a measure of respect,” said group founder Jodi King- 
sley, 42, of Lakeview “Anyone who walks into the 
pub for a match at 6 a.m. gets cheers from the entire 
crowd. Everyone appreciates how bizarre a commit- 
ment it is.” 

Kingsley became a fan after marrying a die-hard 
United fan 10 years ago. She soon began joining her 
husband at the crack of dawn to watch the games at a 
pub. Each time out, she recognized about 10 regulars 
and eventually decided to start the group, complete 


with a website and business cards. Now the MUFC has more than 
300 Chicago-area members ages 18-70 hailing from around the world, 

“Everyone gets along like gangbusters,” Kingsley said* “You 
wouldn’t see these people sitting dow r n together in age and socio- 
economic groups like this* The one thing they all agree on is this 
bizarre, passionate, cultish, near- religious love for this club* It's 
something to see,” 

Mike McFadden, 27, of Wrigleyville, grew up playing for a 
team called St* Giles Manchester United in Greenville, S,C*, and 
became interested in the real team. He has perhaps the group's 
largest collection of United gear. He buys jerseys every year, has 
around 15 jackets, a United duvet and pillowcases, and his car's li- 
cense plate reads MUCF99, representing the year the team won 
the Champions Teague* He’s also made his allegiance permanent 
with a United tattoo on his ankle. 

Being part of the group has made him an even bigger fan-some- 
thing he never thought possible, 

“I kind of realized there are other people out there w r ho enjoy 
Manchester United as much as I do— it was kind of hard for me to 
believe,” said McFadden, the director of alumni services for Sigma 
Chi fraternity. “'Ib realize there are other people out there like me, 
it ignited the passion even more.” 

But you don’t have to name your first-born after Wayne Rooney 
to be a part of the group. Newcomers to the sport also are welcome. 

Like Mike Sabo. 

Sabo, 43, of Evanston, wasn’t a sports fan. But about a year ago 
Aon, where he works in the IT department, became the sponsor 
of Manchester United’s jerseys, and every employee received one. 

“ When the sponsorship was announced, I started watching the 
games on TV and really got into it,” Sabo said. “Once you learn the 
players and the game, it’s a wonderful game to watch.” 

He said having the club members around to answer his questions 
about soccer helped a lot. Now he considers himself a die-hard. 

“There was no way I’d be as much of a fan without a group,” 
Sabo said. 

With all the crazy hours the group has put in, 
Kingsley said seeing Manchester United in person 
will make it worth it. Although she’s worried she 
might get a little crazy herself 

“I’m so unbelievably excited,” Kingsley said. “I’m 
going to make a complete ass of myself in public. Our 
seats are very close to the pitch, and I was told if I 
throw my underwear on the field I’m being put back 
on the bus.” scott bolohan is a redeye special contributor.

Deal or no deal? 


Owners vote to end NFL lockout— but players don't 


If NFL players can agree to a deal the owners ratified 
TTiursday in Atlanta, the Bears will report to training 
camp Wednesday in Bourbonnais. 

Otherwise, the lockout will continue as negotiations 
wage on and time ticks away on the 2011 season. 

The focus is now on the players, who have yet to sign 
off on a deal that would open doors to NFL facilities 
Friday and allow teams to begin negotiating contracts 
Saturday 

According to Sports Business Journal, NFL Players 
Association executive director DeMaurice Smith told 
players in an email: “Issues that need to be collectively 
bargained remain open.” 

Commissioner Roger Goodell and Smith reportedly 
worked on issues for an hour on the phone Thursday, 
but players did not vote on the deal in a teleconference 
and are viewing the owners’ move as a power play 

“Personally, I think [the] deal will be approved by 
players,” Bears tight end Greg Olsen wrote on his Twit- 
ter account. “But don’t forget owners approved [their] 
own proposal.” 

Said Bears President Ted Phillips: “We believe it 
turned into a very fair agreement for everyone. We’re 
very hopeful that the players will ratify the deal.” 


Camps need to open by the final days of July for the 
first week of exhibition games to be played. If those 
games are canceled, money will come off the table for 
both sides. The NFL said a deal needs to be in place by 
Aug. 1 for the Bears-Buccaneers regular-season game to 
be played Oct. 23 in London, but there’s believed to be 
some wiggle room with that deadline. 

The Bears were supposed to report to camp Friday 
Now they’ll be showing up at least five days late, which 
would have given them at most 10 days to prepare for 
the now-canceled Aug. 7 Hall of Fame Game and made 
player safety a significant issue. 

“It’s a preseason game. It doesn’t mean anything,” 
linebacker Brian Urlacher said. “So that’s one less 
chance we have to get people hurt.” 

The timeline the NFL created puts the season on a 
fast track. Teams would be permitted to begin nego- 
tiating contracts Saturday and start signing undrafted 
college free agents Sunday Draft picks and free agents 
could begin signing Wednesday 
That means the Bears could head to Bourbonnais 
with as few as 47 veteran players. Rosters would expand 
to 90 players Wednesday, and the salary cap would be 
$120,375 million.

» Commissioner Roger 
Goodell announced the 
league has called off the 
Hall of Fame Game on 
Aug. 7 in Canton, Ohio, 
between the Bears and 
Rams. That means the 
Bears will play only four 
exhibition games, begin- 
ning Aug. 13 at Soldier 
Field against the Bills. 

» A Bears spokesman 
told the Tribune the 
team will hold train- 
ing camp at Olivet 
Nazarene University in 
Bourbonnais, but that’s 
going by the timeline 
the NFL released after 
the owners ratified the 
collective bargaining 
agreement. A lengthy 
delay could put that in 
jeopardy.

The food: Elk with pear, pheasant 
with cognac and duck with orange 
are a few of the flavor combos featured 
on the sausage menu. The menu also fea- 
tures, according to its tagline, “gourmet dogs, 
burgers and interesting sides,” though I’m not sure I 

really find onion rings, sweet potato fries and truffle fries to be all that interest- 
ing. The latter (served with all sausages for $7) were wet and lifeless, with only a 
few crispy bits in the batch. 

Disappointments: The sausages themselves are promisingly tasty, but the 
4-ounce size makes them one bite too short for the bun on either end. A staffer 
didn’t know details about the specials listed on the chalkboard outside the en- 
trance, and my order came with the wrong topping and was prepared to-go 
when I asked for it here. 

Bottom line: Not ready to play in the same league as Hot Doug’s yet. 


The Black Sheep 


1132 W. Grand Ave. 312-997-5100 

The scene: This West Town res- 
taurant from former Lockwood 
chef de cuisine James Toland 
looks mysterious (and kind of 
closed) on the outside because 
of its blacked-out windows. 
Inside, Toland’s serving American cuisine 
that he dubs “twisted and distorted.” Sit 
in the bar with communal seating or the 
dining room; both include funky art and 
a staff that hits that trifecta of friendly, 
professional and knowledgeable. 

The food: Listed with the a la carte dishes, 
sunflower greens with parmesan gelee 
and powdered egg ($12) is a play on a 
Caesar salad, but reinterpreted classics 
succeed in my mind only when they’re as 
good or better than the original, and I can’t 
say that’s the case for this stringy pile of 
sprouts. Escarole-wrapped fennel sausage 
rings with naked mussels ($14) was full of 
punchy flavor, but super salty. For a full 
dinner, Toland serves a few tasting menus 
($65-$95), including an all-vegetarian 
version. 


The drinks: Props for pushing out an 
ambitious craft cocktail menu with a 
bartending staff that seems serious 
enough to support it. Toland hasn’t been 
shy in sharing his hopes for the Sheep 
to become an industry hang, and based 
on the conversations about small-batch 
whiskeys and Grant Achatz’s Next we 
overheard at the bar, it’s on the way to be- 
coming a reality. 

Don't miss: The smoked brioche beig- 
net dessert ($10) with malt semifreddo, 
sour beer caramel, marshmallow and little 
pearls of pickled apple was the best des- 
sert I’ve had so far this year. 

Bottom line: It’s true, some people are tak- 
ing issue about the price for the portions 
(see reader reviews on metromix.com), 
but that’s a risk that any restaurant takes 
in dishing out top-notch ingredients and 
artfully composed presentations. Though 
I had both hits and misses, I hardly made 
a dent in the a la carte dishes. Because of 
some fantastic flavors and right-on ser- 
vice, I’m intrigued enough to come back 
for the tasting menu.

Tavern & Bistro and, before that, Cornelia’s, this Italian small-plates hangout 
Off to has really hit its sweet spot. We found the tree-shaded sidewalk patio out front 

star° d P ac k ec * on a recent Friday night. 

The food: My server said the mozzarella alia filo ($6) were “like the best moz- 
zarella sticks ever,” and he wasn’t kidding. Fresh mozzarella baked inside 
flaky phyllo dough is only made more scrumptious with walnuts and a drizzle of honey. 
Portabella mushroom and tomato-topped polenta ($9) is fresh and simple, and my flat- 
bread pizza with wine-poached figs, brie and salami ($9) was decently delicious. 

The drinks: If the food doesn’t transport you to Italy, the drinks — Italian wines and the 
traditional Aperol spritz ($7)-sure will. One sip of the house-made limoncello ($5) and 
I felt like I was sitting on a terrace on the Amalfi coast (the waiters are cuter here, BTW). 
Classic cocktails are a steal at $10, considering they come with a bonus sidecar pour 
nestled in a little bowl of ice. 

Bottom line: Add this fun Italian treasure to the list of why Boystown’s main drag deliv- 
ers when it comes to escapism.
